AMERICAN RECORDS IN PARTICULAR.
ABOUND IN. ERRORS.

For Instance, There Were No Cotton
Bales mt the Hattle of New Orleans.

Sword to Washisgton at Yorkiovea.

The fact that a large proportion of
all the history of all the world Is false
[s perhaps koown to few people. That
American history particularly abounds
ju errors, blunders and sterestyped
falsitics Is koowu to even a smallér
uumber. Whaipole, wishing to amuse
his father nfter dn unusually wenri-
some day. proppnl readiug to hilos
troim & book of bistory, *“An-ihing bur
history.”” sidd the ohl man. “for history
st be false’

When it is considered that historians
in every perioid of the world have been
narrowed and binsed by personil opin-
fon amd surrouuding eircnmatances the
wikilom of this remark is perceived.
The worst part of It all 'Is that when
once 1 mistake hns been made it has
rarely been rectitied, each succeeding
historian belng content to accept as
facts the work of those who went be-
fore Wim. The ultimate result of this
was that the mistikes were belleved
by those who read themn, nnd events in
history that never bappened or were
fnlse were aceepted by the world and !
ever anfter kunown ns the markers of
importnut epochs.

For instnuce, the battle of Lexing-
ton, which oceurrel April 19, 17705, Is
Lnown as the first bartle between the
eolonists and the British.' But this
was not so, for the records of Orange
county, N. C.. show thut on the road
from ' Hillsboro to Saligbury on May
18, 1771. an emgugement between =&
squad of British troops and a body of

Historinns persist in saying and peo-
ple persist In belleving that the hreast-
works thrown up by General Jackson
At New Orleans were made of cotton
bales covered with sarth. As a matter
of fact, theére was not a pound of cot-
ton on the ground, and this fact has
been verlfied by Major Chotard, Gener-
al Jackson’s assistant adjutant gener-
al, who was hlmself a participant In
the battle.

A well known engraving that nearly
always appears in modern school histo-
ries Is that of General Cornwallis hund-
ing his sword to General Washlogton
at the surrender of Yorktown, and this

or, as It has been corrupted, “God Is on
the slde with the heaviest artillery,”
which has been attributed to Napoleon,
really originated with writers of an-
tiquity. Cicero allules to it as an “old
proverh.’”

It would take volumes to contaln all
the Dblunders, small, large and indif-
ferent, that bistorians have made, and
the lnmentable part of It Is that the
old blunders are counstantly belng
made over again, so that, with the
errors that are bound to occur In the
history of the present and the mis-
takes that onr forefathers made and
which we are still making. history in
time will become little more than a
longz though extremely Interesting
work of fletion.—Sundny AMagazine.

What We Owe to Inncots.

Profossor Dnrwin sald that If it bad
not been for insects we should never
have had any more lnposing o« attrac-
tive flowers than tliose of the elm, the
hop and the nettle Lord Avebury
compaures the work of the Insccet to
that of the florist. He considers that
just as the florist has by selection pro-
duced the elegant blossoms of the gar-
den, so the Insects by selecting the
largest and brightest blossoms for fer-
tilization bave produced the gy flow-
ors of the fleld. Professor Platean of
Ghent has carried out n series of re-
markable experiments on the ways of
fmsects visiting flowers. He considers
that they mre guidel by scent rather
than by color. and In this contention
he Is nt variaoce with certain British

nataralists.  Whatever may be the at-
tractions in flowers tn Insects—as yet
it appears nndefined—(t Is certain that
the latter visit freely nll blossoms alike,
making no distinction between the
Iarge. bright eolored ones and the less
ke those of the
